It may be the sheriff, in view of the 
fact that the big assembly at McCrea’s ’ 
schoolhouse was in violation of his 
proclamation, has reason to believe 
th at the miners are beyond his con- * 
trol, and has warned the governor of 
impending trouble. Beyond the meet­ 
ing and marching all is quiet in the 1 
neighborhood of the camp. 
The striking miners further

company Monday by bringing out more 
of its men. The Turtle and 
Sandy 
Creek milles were practically closed, 
and nearly IOO of the diggers em­ 
ployed at Plum Creek did not get to 
work.

Jones has prepared the follow­ 
ing statement relating to the lighting 
question: 
At this s*age of the lighting ques­ 
tion I think it pertinent to state a few 
facts and correct some wrong impres­ 
sions on the subject. 
From one year 
ago to J u ly I, thin year, citizens gen­ 
erally thought this was a well lighted 
C’ty , though there was some talk of 
the cost being rather high. 
To lessen 
the cjst and have ae good or better 
light was one of the things to be con­ 
sidered wheD the contract expired. 
Last year the Gas company offered 
the city Welsbach lamps for $26 each 
per year, which offer was accepted as 
a bona fide for value received transac­ 
tion, but which Mr. Merrill now says 
was ODly “ for an advertisement,” and, 
as is now apparent, with a view of 
lighting the whole city with gas when 
opportunity offered. 
There was not a 
rn-mb r of the council who had any 
idea of lighting the whole city with 
gas, and no city of 
any size in the 
country is making any such centre ct, 
and is not likely to when the great 
progress electricity is making every 
year is considered. 
I do not know of 
a cHv in the west that bas made a con­ 
tract for 'Y^lsbach street Umps, and 
only a few in the east, and those for 
lighting the city in certain portions. 
The city reserved the right to reject 
any ard all bids. 
This was to give 
the council power to shine any a r­ 
rangement that would result in as 
good or better light at lees cost. 
Is this correct or should it be left 
fcr a bidder to control the matter? 
I will pies over one of the bids for 
electric light as the committee re­ 
ceived authentic information that de­ 
termined it to decline to consider that 
bid.

lowest bidder should be awarded the 
c o a r c t . 
in many 
instances

woui i not be good business. 
Where 
the ^iads, conditions and specifica­ 
tions .-re the same this is true, but 
wher~ iae bids are open to all kinds 
of material it does not follow that the 
lowest bidder should have the con­ 
tract. 
For instance, bids are asked for 
sidewalks. 
Some 
bids will be for 
cement, some for concrete, another 
for plank, etc. 
Does it follow that 
the lowest bidder should have the 
contraci? 
No, because there is ma­ 
terial, quality and satisfaction to be 
considered besides the price. 
So it 
was in deciding between gas and elec­ 
tric light. 
At the first meeting of the commit­ 
tee some were in favor of taking out a 
number of electric lamps and substi­ 
tuting a larger number of Welsbach 
lamps, but when we came to the mat­ 
ter of where and what electric lamps 
to take out, no citizen having one of 
these lights adjacent to bis residence 
wee known to be willing to have it 
taken out and a gas light put in in its 
place. 
And no wonder. 
So it was 
decided that if the 
15G arc lights 
could be had for about ten per ceut. 
less than the price was then, it would 
be best not to take soy out, and we 
could use the money so saved for add­ 
ing more gas lights. 
The committee sent for Mr. Nor­ 
cross, stating the proposition to him 
of leaving the I -IG lights in if at $7 
less per lamp per year, and after some 
talk of how low the price was he ac­ 
cepted it.

There has been a long contest be­ 
tween the two houses of congress over 
an amendment which the senate add­ 
ed to the sundry civil appropriation 
bill to abrogate President Cleveland’s 
orders of Feb. 22, establishing thirteen 
new forest reserves. The two reserva­ 
tions in California 
were 
excluded 
from the operation 
of 
the 
senate 
amendment, but as to the other eleven 
the amendment would have restored 
them all to the public domain for sale 
and settlement# 
The 
house 
would 
not agree to this, and a compromise 
was reached, under which the orders 
were suspended until March I, 1898. 
After that date such lands as are not 
disposed of are to come under the or­ 
ders, or such modifications of them as 
the Perseident may make.

C hippew a I ml tans Busy w ith T h eir A n ­ 
nual H arvest o f th e Fruit. 
The blueberry season bas opened in 
northern Wisconsin and Michigan,and 
every man, woman and child of the 
Chippewa nation of 
Indians is busy 
gathering the luscious fruit for the 
a arket. 
In a few days toua of the berries 
will find their way to St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis. Chicago, Milwaukee aud other 
large cities. 
The crop 
this 
year 
promises to be unusually large. 
It is 
estimated that 1,500 tons of she ber­ 
ries will b e gathered and marketed. 
This estimate ie based upon the fact 
that 3,0 IO o c hers are busy in the 
woods where the fruit is growing. 
The fruit is picked by Indians and 
whites employed by contracting firms 
stores, and is sold to commission men 
in the cities at prices ranging from 
$2.50 p?r bushel, when the season la 
young, to $1 25 per bushel when the 
seas rn is half over. 
Those who work at the industry live 
in tents La the woods until the last 
berry disappears. The fruit is brought 
in pan*, pail-?, boxf s and sacks to the 
nearest railroad. 
It is then packed in 
crates aid shipped.

The Demand For Plows Manufactured 
in This City Will Give Steady Em­ 
ployment to a Large Force of Men 
Usually 
Idle 
Through July and 
August. 


This has been a busy summer for 
the Janesville Machine Co. 
Not in 
many years before has the company 
worked as large a foice of men through 
July and August. 
The increased activity is due to the 
putting out of a line of Janesville 
made plows that caugnt public favor 
instantly. 
Heretofore the plows sold 
by the 
Janesville Machine Co. have been made 
by other factories. 
This year every 
plow is from the J O tisville shops. As 
long SB the shops made only cultiva­ 
tors an- harrows there was a season of 
dullness during toe middle of the sum-1 
mer. These are the very months, how­ 
ever, when the plow trade is the 
heaviest. 
The company has more or­ 
ders for plows today than can be 
filled. 
According to farm implement papers 
the plow trade this year is far ahead 
of the corn cultivator trade. 
a Here 
are eminently good reasons for a lack 
of trade in corn cultivators, for the 
corn crop of Iowa is now either selling 
for less than the cost of gsthering and 
marketing it, or not selling at all. 
Even with the loss on corn from mold­ 
ing the market seems not to gain 
much strength. 
The market for flax, 
for oats and barley is not mach belier 
than that for corn and as the price of 
wheat held temptingly up all through 
‘.he spring, the acreage of wheat in 
the northwest in ct eased over that of 
last jeer. 
Hell 51 Hay llarvestern 
The harvester houses look for a 
very good trade this year. 
The proi- 
pect for a crop is so good, and the 
acreage of wheat so lunch extended, 
that the retailers bought freely in 
most parts, and are selliog freely to 
farmers. 
One harvester house reports 
several of their agents already begin­ 
ning on their second and third cars of 
harvesters this year. 
As the corn tool trade has been neg­ 
lected, so the potato tool trade is not 
creating much interest. 
The price of 
potatoes has been so low for the past 
two years that the potato farmer is 
not much encouraged to raise this 
crop, or at least is Dot in shape to 
buy tools with which to carry it on in 
a large way.
